Furthermore, in light of the Omnibus Trade
Act of the 1988 all canned goods, etc. not labeled metric only be required
to be dual labeled with the metric unit first and any other unit be in
parentheses. In addition, the agencies checking products for proper
weights and measures do so with metric units first and then convert those
numbers into any subsidiary unit to check for accuracy there.
